The directive called for 
completion Of the first report mentioned above by August 1, and 
the second by October 1. 


The Senior NSC Staff, with the advice and assistance of repre- 
sentatives of other departments and agencies concerned, submitted 
a draft report (NSC 114 and Annexes to NSC 114) for Council con- 
sideration as the first (August 1) report to the President, By 
NSC Action No. 518 the Council referred the report back to the 
Senior NSC Staff for the preparation of a revised report, in the 
light of any changes suggested by the Department of Defense and 
other departments and agencies, for consideration at the Council 
meeting on August 8.

On May 2k the Senior 
Staff agreed that the completion of this project would provide an 
important background for obtaining popular support for U. S. 
national security policies.

On July 10, 
the Senior NSC Staff noted that NSC 112 was the first step toward 
completion of this project and that further work would proceed in 
the light of Council action on NSC 112.
